looked down upon imperfect flesh and 
ilood so many centuries from their 
pedestals? 
Jt would be like looking for a needle 


in a haystack to hunt Athens over now 
.for the'straight nose of the Cnidian j 
{Venus. Some people have doubted that! 
'Argive Helen herself had it. 
At any 


jrate, she has not bequeathed that im- 
(possible feature of her war-kindling 
loveliness either to her more direct de- 
scendants in "the Ihirsty, horse-rearing 
t&rgos" or to the women of the more 
(northern parts of the little Greek 
(peninsula. The women o£ Athens have- 
not more "classical" features than the 
•women of New York. Scholars say tha I 
modern Greece is not Greek, but half 
'Albaaian and more or less Slavonic, so 
that it would not be fair, probably., to 
demand straighter noses of living la- 
dies than one finds, for example, on por- 
trait statues of the very dead ladies 
whose faces are still seen as canred on 
-their tombs—near neighbors to the 
Aphrodites, but not quite twin sisters. 


In some one of his voluminous notes 


fto his diffuse verse Byron says that the 
"Albanian women are the most beauti- 
ful he has seen, and he particularly 
commends their graceful figures. By- 
ion has passed for a good judge of wom- 
en, and so the mixture of Albanian 
fclood ought not to be too hurtful to 
Oreek beauty. 
In Athens, which is 


more Albanian than most of Greece, the 
Jtype of face, though not classic, is a 
good one. The forehead is broad anc 
low, the eyes large and dark, with 


amount of romantic end mythological 
association. 


There are handsomer Greeks outside 


of Greece thun in it. Oil the streets of 
Constantinople, or ereu in Cairo, you 
will see girls prettier and of a purer 
Greek type than in Athens. According 
to Byron, better Greek was spoken in 
his day in Janina, in Epirus, than in 
(ireece. Thewomenin Janina are noted 
to this day for. their statuesque figures, 
which are well bet off by their quaint 
zouave jackets and the drooping fez 
with its long blue tassel, twisted with 
gold threads. The dark golden-skinned 
women of Corfu are almost as much 
Italian as Greek, so that they do not 
count in any beauty competition. The 
average of good looks will be higher in 
Greece when the use of soap becomes a 
little less uncommon outside of half a 
dozen towns. Poor food and the life 
of the city come nearer to accounting 
or the degeneration of the Greek type, 
f degeneration there has been, than 
Albanian noses and Slavonic check 
bones.

The Athenian woman is at l«?r best in 


•the Albanian dress, which liat. 
1'eei, 


adopted as the national Greek costume. 
She doesn't wear it very often, being a 
townswoiisan and preferring the clothes 
of the Pranks, but a good-looking peas- 
ant girl oomes into town occasionally 
of a Sunday morning in the long white 
woolen coat, embroidered in bright col- 
ors, that used to be almost universal. 
This coat is worn over a skirt of the 
same undyed, homespun wool, worked 
in a similar fashion. The long red or 
green apron is gayly decorated, and on 
the head is worn, a white scarf or veil, 
with a drooping fez, or, more frequent- 
ly, with a vivid yellow handkerchifflf. No 
girl could help looking picturesque in 
this apparel, and the ladies who order 
their gowns from Paris keep costumes 
of the old sort in their wardrobes, part- 
ly out of patriotism and partly for fan- 
cv dres.i, but principally to be photo- 
graphed in.

The Greeks say that their handsom- 


est women are born in Megara, on the 
(fetirnu* of Corinth, and down in Mes- 
{•ena, where the onage trees and the 
ftines are most fruitful. But the love- 


, Iie«t girls 1 u'uve «een were in tht little 


village of Lala up on the slope of Mount 
Pholoe in the Peloponnesus, and at 
Divri, a mountain town so hidden 
unong the hill* Oat thousands of 
Greeks took refuge in it from the Turks 
in the war of independence and were 
not discovered. High ground and good 
{•Kings are better for beauty than any 


man from the hills—stark, wiry, and of 
more muscular limbs than the dreamy 
toilers that love the plain. There was 
the gleam of the higher air on his skin, 
and his hair was short and crisp. On 
his shoulders he carried salable leopard 
skins, and in his eye an open scorn 
for the feebler men around. This is the 
way of all mountain men, even nearer 
home than Jai a. 


By and by, in the hush of the glaring 


noon, there sounded an angry scream 
up the street, three seconds later a yell 
of pain, and the sobbing cry of a man 
cut deep through the lungs. It touched 
off the whole teeming populace like a 
match in a powder barrel; there was a 
!renzied rush of swarthy loafers for 
safety, and a shrieking chorus of 
"Amok! amok!" the street cry of the 
far east which means many deaths in 
a short period. Out of a byway .1 lithe 
Malay tore blindly down the road, driv- 
ing his knife into the stomach of a 
water carrier as he passed. The carrier 
fell on his face with a thick cough, and 
the frantic man spun forward, with 
starting, bloodshot eyeballs, foaming 
at the mouth like a rabid dog, a narrow 
dripping kris In his right hand. He 
dashed furiously among the deserted 
stalls, and on through the town, till a 
big Lascar, fresh from his nhip and 
hungry for a fight, sank his knife under 
the madman's ribs with the slipping 
upstroke which is the legacy of all Las- 
cars throughout the earth. 


These ten-minute dramas occur 20 


or 30 times a year in Batuvia and in most 
cities of the remoter east. The pleasant 
Malay prefers this method of suicide to 
any other, and after losing his 
wealth at a gambling den in the 
cast city slums, or his betrothed 
through 
fever, he decides on an 


amok. 
It is far less cold-blooded 


than common self-murder, and the red, 
rabid frenzy appeals to the hot blood of 
the ruined Malay. He buries his kris 
in the body of the nearest man, and 
keeps the line of a maddened jackal 
through the town, killing to right and 
left, till a readier knife ends him. I 
have known 11 victims to succumb to 
one amok, and at times a powerful bin- 
man will cut down a score of bystand- 
ers before he meets the point. In ah 
countries of the farthest east you will 
find that ruin breeds this fever for the 
Running Kill.—London Answers.

The approach of the end of the cen- 


tury in, England finds the people gone 
daft over the raising of subscriptions. 
If there be one thing above all others 
that characterizes the Britons of to- 
day it is their persistent fondness for 
creating "fujidB," and they sei^e e\erj 
pretext for arousing the interest of the 
nation in. this project and that. The 
fad, for such it must be, is illustrated 
by the present outcropping of schemes 
foi innumerable purposes, all seeking 
to draw money from the purees of the 
charitable and inspired 
by the ap- 


proaching celebration of the comple- 
tion of the sixtieth jear of Queen Vic- 
toria's reign. This fashion of appeal- 
In" to the public for money because 
of some national ceremony has not 
taken root in this country and the citi- 
zens of America, may be devoutly thank- 
ful, if the present experience of the 
English nation, is to be taken as an in- 
dex of the logical development of the 
craze. Subscription papers, it is said, 
flutter in every corner of the United 
Kingdom. 


All classes are appealed to for pounds, 


shillings and pence. Shilling lists are 
popular. It is related that a certain 
great project was put forth on the basis 
of a national shilling subscription. It 
was planned to acknowledge each con- 
tribution in the columns of three Lon- 
don dailies. It soon appeared that it 


costing a shilling and a half to 


acknowledge each shilling and then the 
plans were changed. Here are some of 
the projects for which these various 
"funds" are being raised, all in tha 
name of the queen's jubilee; To raise 
the debts of the London hospitals; to 
create public libraries by the score; for 
the benefit of the hospital nurses; for 
the sustentation of (he clergy; for the 
spread of temperance; for the creation 
of new parks; for the purchase of life- 
boats; for the benefit of a home for 
incurables; for the erection of "Vic- 
toria cottage homes," presumably for 
Hie benefit of certain elegant paupers: 
for the relief of the spinsters of the na- 
tion; for the relief of distressed Irish 
ladies; for the prevention of cruelty to 
children; for the benefit, in some unr 
stated manner, of lady mayoresses; 'for 
the erection of a home for the dying, 
and the climax is capped by a fund for 
the creation of a lethal chamber for 
d >gs.—Washington Star.

A Bnltlmorean'a Recollection* ot the 


Accession Sixty Yearn Asro. 


Mr. John Carpenter, who has livec 


here since 1843, ivas present at th 
crowning1 of Victoria, at Westminster. 
He talked about the event without hes- 
itating: 


"Victoria," he said, "%vas declared the 


lawful heir on June 20,1837, but on ac- 
count of her age—she was not yet 18— 
the public coronation did not take place 
until June 28, 1808. It is a long time 
ag-o. 
The pageant was a. magnificent 


one. 
How long, my memory does not 


Eerre me, but it was gorgeous. I saw 
the queen. She was a. fresh-looking 
young thing, with a happy, smiling 
face, as innocent-looking as she was. 
There was not a care upon her brow. 
It seemed as if no thought of the stur 
pendous responsibilities which she was 
assuming haJ come to her. 
She ap- 


peared utterly unconscious of self or 
the part she was playing in that notable 
event. 


"She did not appear frightened, but to 


the plaudits of the multitude she turned 
to the left and ripfht, bowing and smil- 
ing most graciously. I had a good po- 
sition on one of the thoroughfares 
through which the pageant passed, and 
got a good look at her. Of course, the 
trappings of her horses and the chariot 
and everything else were most gor- 
geous. 
And such cheering! 
Such 


cro%vd«! 
People? 
There were peo- 


ple everywhere. 
Strange as it may 


seem, though the queen should have 
been the central figure, I tliink what 
impressed me most, on that occasion 
was the superb appearance of Marsha] 
Soult, the French, ambassador, nnd his 
staff. Everything was gorgeous in the 
pageant, but Soult was more than gor- 
geous. I can see his trappings in my 
mind's eye at this minute. To attempt 
to describe them, would be beyond my 
power. 
Gorgeous is all I can say for 


them. aa<3 he. knew that they were gor- 
geous. 
While there was no self-con- 


sciousness about the queen, there was 
plenty of it about the French ambas- 
sador, and the people fed his vanity, for 
cheer after cheer rent the air as be 
passed by. 
There were long lines of 


resplendent soldiery; the brilliant uni 
forms, the glittering gold lace, the 
flashing of the arms in the sunlight. 
the blare of the trumpets, the cavalcade 
of horsemen, carriages of state—every- 
thing went to make up such a pageant 
as is seldom seen, and can hardly be 
eclipsed by anything at the present 
time. 


"Was the queen beautiful? Ica-nharfl- 


ly say that I obtained such an impres- 
sion of her. 
I think she was pretty. 


Yes, I know she was. 
But it was her 


youth and her freshness tjiatimpressed 
me most. She had clear-cut features, 
and her portraits of this date show 
nothing ot the slender young girl with 
the graceful carriage I remember see- 
ing that summer day so long ago." 


Mr. Carpenter has in his possession a 


copy of the Sun, a paper published in 
London, and probably the only one to 
be found in this city of the date of the 
coronation. It was printed at the time 
in gilt, all ot which haa nearly worn 
away, but the paper is an excellent 
state of preservation. 
On the front 


page is a vignette profile of the young 
queen, which Mr. Carpenter says was 
an excellent likeness at the time, and an 
editorial note announces it a triumph 
of art.

Ihe Nunez brothers won a victory in 


Pinardel Bio recently, occupying one of 
the Spanish forts near Phalacios for two 
days. They attacked it and compelled 
tbe garrison to retire after three hours' 
fighting. The Cubans had throe oonnon 
and dynamite guns, which did great execu- 
tion against tbe fort. 
The Cubans occu- 


pied tbe fort and, after remaining there 
(or three days, retired, burning It after 
taking a large supply of ammunition and 
provisions. Tbe larger garrison at Phal- 
aolos did not offer to molest the Insur 
gems or come to tbe aid of the first de- 
tachment, even while tha fight was tek- 
ing place.
